the past week.

experienced a heavy "run" on 
any and all mosquito repellent* 
during the past week. Two drug- 
gists told this reporter Friday 
that they were forced to re-order 
more repellent after their stocks 
were cleaned out.

"They're as big as horse flies this 
year!" "The mosquitoes are ter- 
rible," "They're out earlier than 
usual," "I can't even sit in my 
back yard after supper without be- 
ing 'attacked'" and several Tin- 
quotable references to the. little 
nuisances.

weather Is responsible Jfor the 
early abundance of mosquitoes.

Many were quite skeptical of 


what the results would be if the 
city, or the breeding areas, were 
•sprayed either by air or by truck. 


They thought that the spraying 


is too temporary for the expense 
involved. Several city 
officials 


were of a.bout the same opinion. 


Paul Potts, commissioner of 


public health and safety, said he 
had been swamped with calls 
frnrn annoyed citizens wanting to 
know what was going to be done. 
L. J. Welch, commissioner of 


public property, questioned wheth- 
er it would be practical to spray 
the whole area. 


Mayor William Slothower didn't 


seem to think that it was up to 
th« city to do something.- He ex- 
plained that the Men's Garden 
Club has appointed a committee 
to find oiit the estimated cost of 
spraying the city. 
Mayor glothower added that he 


was under the impression that such 
a job, if done right, would cost 
several thousand dollars. He point- 
ed out that some insecticides would 
also kill plants and flowers.

Sign Agreement in Long 
Southern Bell Strike 
64-Day-Old Walkout 
Ends in Compromise 


ATLANTA—«Pt—Economic life in the South took av long step forward 


today with the signing of an agreement in the, 68-day telephone strike 
and a complete settlement of the costly railroad walkout. 


The strikes against the Southern 


Bell Telephone & Telegraph Co. 
and the Louisville & Nashville 
Railroad and its subsidiaries af- 
fected more than 75,000 workers 
in many parts of the South. 


Millions of dollars were lost in 


wages alone. 
Spreading violence 


caused damage estimated in the 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. 


Began March 14 


Both strikes began the same day 


March 14, but the LAN.walkout hit 
harder at Southern e c o n o m y , 
slowing freight shipments to a 
crawl in some sections. Passenger 
service also was- curtailed and 
some industries had to use trucks 
to reach markets. 


Southern Bell service was nearly 


normal most of the time.

whether an estimated 40,000 CIO 
Communications Workers oC Amer- 
ica would approve the contract 
settling the telephone walkout in 
nine Southeastern states. • 


W. A. Smallwood. CWA district 


director, said the agreement was 
an "honorable document" and ex- 
pressed confidence the member- 
ship would accept it. 


Sign Friday 


Smallwood and F. M. Malone, 


Southern Bell vice president in 
charge of personnel, signed the 
agreement Friday night after both 
sides made concessions during pro- 
longed negotiations. 


Smallwood said machinery for 


ratification already \vms in motion 


"but will take several days to com- 
plete since about 40,000 people in 
700 towns are involved." Workers 
were expected to return to their 
jobs after ratification. 


A Southern Bell statement said 


the contract provided that "there 
will be no lockouts or strikes dur- 
ing the life "of this agreement." 
The contract is for one year and 
is -to be ratified by May 27. Full 
details will not be made public 
until after the union votes on the 
contract. 


Reveal Compromise 


The a g r e e m e n t was reached 


through a compromise. The com- 
pany had maintained that a no- 
strike clause, not included in. the 
previous contract, was one of the 
major obstacles to settlement. 


The union finally agreed to the 


no-strike clause but held out for 
complete arbitration, better wages 
and working conditions. 


The contract, also included, the 


company said, wage increases of 
from $1 to 54 weekly for the 50.000 
nonsupervisory employes, increas- 
ing company costs more than 7 
million dollars annually. 


At the time of the strike the con- 


tract maximum wage for operators 
in cities the size of Atlanta was 
S57 a week and in smaller cities 
and towns $43. Craft workers such 
as cable splicers earned up to 
$91.50 weekly under the maximum 
contract.

possible further slowdown of 
the mass anti-polio- inocula- 
tion of school children loom- 
ed today as the government 
reportedly contemplated fur- 
ther tightening 
of 
safety 


standards for the Salk vac- 
cine. 


Meanwhile, the government—on 


advice of a panel of scientists — 
decided to continue the dosage and 
vaccination procedure worked out 
in last year's field trials of the 
polio preventive. 


Because of the vaccine scarcity, 


there had been discussion of pos- 
sibly reducing- the dosage—now 1 
cc per shot — and changing the 
method of injection to spread sup- 
plies. 


The government also decided 


a g a i n s t curtailing 
inoculations 


during the summer height of the 
polio season. Although the advisory 
group did say the most favorable 
time for vaccination is before the 
epidemic season, it. added- -in a. 
statement Friday niyht;'that, ad- 
ministration, of. vaccine during a 
polio outbreak "has its place in 
preventive medicine.'" Some doc- 
tors had voiped concern lest .ad- 
ministration of.'the vaccine during 
such a period might provoke the 
disease. 


Conference Monday 


Resumption 
of vaccine ship- 


ments after one safety recheck 
halt had been hoped for next week. 
But th« possibility of a new delay 
in distributing the vaccine arose 
when vaccine manufacturers said 
their technical specialists had been 
called to a Monday conference 
here. The subject: new safety 
standards. 


Parke, Davis fe Co., Detroit, 


said three of its virus experts 
would attend. Eli Lilly & Co., In- 
dianapolis, said it planned to send 
several of'its top production and 
research men. The public health 
service had no comment on the 
meeting it was said to have called. 


The 
manufacturers reportedly 


were told, in connection with the 
Monday conference, that new re- 
quirement! may be applied from 
now on to all vaccine approved by 
the government. 


Extra Test Days 


Such stiffer standards may re- 


quire a.n extra three to five days 
of testing, informants said. If a 
complete retesting is required of 
vaccine already made, between 28 
and 35 days would be needed. But 
hope was held out that a new 
system, said to be under study.

Superintendent Robert Wallace 


signed 
complaints for 
larceny 


against Mrs. Effie L. Vinyard, 68, 
and Flora M. Graves, 57. The two 
are being returned to Lee County 
today by Sheriff John Stouffer. 


In a prepared statement. Wallace 


said that '^preliminary investiga- 
:ion has shown that Mrs. Vinyard 
had in her possession articles 
owned by the Dixon State School." 


He explained that Miss Graves, 


who had been an employee there 
for 32 years until her suspension 
Friday, possibly is implicated in 
the thefts of clothing, shoes, soap, 
etc.. that has occurred for "sev- 
eral" years. 


Dismissed Jan. 30 


Mrs. 
Vinyard was dismissed 


Jan. 30, 1955, after six year's em- 
ployment. The sisters v/ere resi- 
dent employes at the institution 
and shared the same quarters, 
Wallace said. 


Both women reportedly held re- 


sponsible positions at the state 
school. Miss Graves was in charge 
of the linen storage stocks and 
Mrs. Vinyard was the condemn- 
ing officer, 
one who sorts out 


stores no longer valuable. 


Wallace said that at least A part 


of the thefts occurred during- May 
of 1954. He added'that Miss-Graves' 
suspension is pending further in- 
vestigation. 


• He added that steps have.been 
taken to eliminate further thefts 
at the institution. 


State's Atty. James Bales said 


that the two sisters will be given 
a preliminary hearing upon their 
return by Stouffer and their bonds 
will be set. 


Meanwhile, the two sisters ara 


being held in Shawneetown, Gal- 
latin county, for investigation aft- 
er 
Gallatin. ;'county 
authorities 


moved into the home occupied by 
Mrs. Vinyard yesterday and dis- 
covered "a house full* of articles, 
some, they said, being identified 
as coming from the Dixon Staia 
School. 


Mrs. Vinyard lives in Omaha, a 


small town two miles northwest of 
Shawneet'own, and neighbors des- 
cribed her as a "fine woman." 


Alt Hush-Hush 


Investigators from the Depart- 


ment of Public Welfare were con- 
ducting an inventory of the ai> 
tides, said to include shoes, cloth- 
ing and other articles. The investi- 
gation was on a "hush-hush" basis, 
the Telegraph learned and Gallatin 
authorities were warned not to

She also denied-that the 
Articles v.-ere taken from the Di.xon 
S-tate School, although public wel- 
fare investigators were reported 
to have positively identified soms 
of the articles and instituted legal 
proceedings.

His trouble is familiantv. Fa-

Furniture Recmhioning Easier 
Since Foam Rubber Developed 


By MR. FIX 


One* upon a time, recushiomng 


of furniture was left pretty much 
o th« experts. Not so smce-the de- 
•lopment of foam rubber padding, 
. frothy solid made from liquid 
atex molded in a great variety of 
shapes and sizes. 


Now horns recusioning projects 


are commonplace, simple because 
'oam rubber is such a breeze to 
\ork with — a do-it-yourself prod- 
uct par excellence. It can be cut, 
cent, rolled and folded into most 
any shape to fit, for example, odd- 
shaped chair arms and seats. 


With special adhesive, it can be 


cemented to food, metal, plastic 
and fabrics It can also be bonded 
to itself, a factor that reduces 
waste becaus« large pieces can be 
made from several scraps. 


Molded Cushions 


The molded cusions come in 


sizes to fit many styles of chair 
and sofa seat-cushion covers. They 
-save rounded edges and are le- 
versible—that is, smooth on both 
sides 


Solid slabs aie smooth-two-sides, 


square edged pads used 
chiefly 


over springs or such soUd mater- 
ials as wood and metal. 


Cored slabs are similar, except 


that they have rounded edges and 
uniform, open scores molaed into 
the undersides Long lengths are 
suitable for installing deep cushion- 
ing on chaise longes and continu- 
ous-seat sofas 


There are countless home uses

scissors to cut foam rubber to any 
desired size Cutting is easier, how- 
ever, if %ou lubricate scissors by 
cupping them in water frequently. 
Foam rubber can also be cut eas- 
ily on a band saw. 


You don't have to wony about 


vasting foam rubber, for scraps 
can be put to good use. Since they 
hold v.ater, small pieces of foam 
rubber are useful for dish-washing 
and canvashing. As kneeling pads 
chej 11 hflp pi event "housemaid's 
knee " They're handy for dustirg 
suede shoes and felt hats, too.

Q—\vht sort of care should be 


given the large-leaf aedum? 


A—Sedunt gpectabtte, th« show- 


iest of the family, wants a fairly 
heavy, moist soil. It doe* not do 
well In MUidy, dry Mil*. It toler- 
ates considerable shade arid seems 
Immune to all bisects except aph- 
Ids, which can be controlled by 
spraying with raalathon, llndane or 
Black-leaf 40.• • » 


Q—Am contemplating planting a 


cut-leaf weeping birch for both 
shade and ornament. Have been 
advised against the birch because 
it is subject to borers and dia- 
eaess. What is your opinion? 


A—The weeping cut-leaf Euro- 


pean birch, to give it the correct 
name, is not recommended be- 
cause of its susceptibility to the 
jronze birch borer. Keeping the 
tree in good health by fertilizing, 
frequent watering during the heat 
of the summer, removal of all dead 
wood as soon as noticed, and 
spraying In earlj summer with 
DDT or malathon to kill the beetles 
as they appear to feed on the foli- 
age, is of considerable help in re- 
ducing; borer attack. Incidentallj, 
the canoe birch, betula papyrifera, 
is almost immune to borers, and 
has full} as attracthe a bark.

All of us, no doubt, have some 


good 
and 
some 
evil impulses. 


Ma.nv people, for example, when 
they see someone else slipping on 
an icy sidewa-ik a.re both amused 
and sympathetic at the same time. 


Fortunately, in most of us. most 


of the time, the good traits triumph 
over the bad ones. In one sense, 
however, nearly all persons have 
split personalities but this does not 
exist to a degree which can be 
abnormal. 


There is. however, a serious 


mental disease, the most important 
1'eature of which is an exaggerated 
splitting of the personality, in 
which the individual shows normal 
jbehavior in some respects and goes 
|completely haywire in others. 


One of the most dramatic ex- 


amples — fictitious of course — 
s the famous story of Dr. Jekyll 
-.nd Mrs. Hyde by Robert Louise 
Stevenson. 


THIS FOKM of mental disease 


is known medically as dementia 
prsecox or schizophrenia. It is one 


the big mental problems, and 


ever, today its cause is not known. 


It is most likely to start between 


tile ages of 35 and 30. At first dis- 
crderliness and lack of cleanliness 
may be the only signs. Many vic- 
tims also become unduly suspicious 
and feel that they are being perse- 
cuted. 


As time goes on. hearing1 or see- 


ing object? which are not ihere,_ 
changes in thinking and judgment, 
stealing, and other alteiaMons in 
behavior tend to arise. It is a dis- 
tressing tiling to family and friends. 


ONE OF THE OTHER common 


forms of insanity, which is again 
an exaggeration of what all of us 
notice in ourselves, is called manic- 
depressive insanity. 


It is perfectly normal for every- 


one's spirits to go up and down to 
a certain degree. We become cheer- 
ful or low in our minds from day 
to day, sometimes without any ap- 
parent rfason. 


In manic-depressive insanity, this 


rise and fall in spirits becomes 
greatly exaggerated. Furious bursts 
of energy lasting for \veeks are 
followed in the typical case by de- 
pression in which the victim may 
sit in gloom for hours doing nothing- 
at all. 


There are variations in this pic- 


ture, of course, and sometimes the 
depression is present alone with- 
out the furious energy—or the oth- 
er way around.

First Views of McRobert's Crossing's New 'Face-Lifting' 


The Beginning of the End! Construction work recently started on one of 
the true 'trouble spots" in Lee county—the dangerous old McRobert's 
crossing, southwest of Dixon. The project is costing more than §181,000 
but will eliminate a narrow bridge and a sharp curve from the heavily 
traveled Rock Island road. County Supt. of Highways Fred Leake, Jr., 
explained that the federal government will pay 50 per cent of the cost, the 


county will pay 27 per cent and the state will pay the remaining 23 per 
cent. The Shappert Engineering Co.. Belvidere, is replacing the bridge 
and rebuilding the approaches. The Trompeter Engineering Co., Peru, is 
rebuilding about a half mile of blacktop between the bridge and the Dixon 
city limits. The Trompeter firm also is construction about three blocks of 
connecting curb and gutters. The first view shows the western approach 


of the bridge. The center picture shows an action shot of one of the sev- 
eral earth-movers used to transport hundreds of tons of dirt to the eastern 
approach. The final view shows how the eastern approach has been built 
up and how the degree of the old curve has been greatly lessened The 
project is expected to be completed about the middle of August, accord- 
ing to Leake.

first vehicle-operated 
emergency 


traffic light control system will be 
completed in Maywood next week. 


Designed to lessen risk of inter- 


section collisions involving 
fire 


trucks and police cars on emer- 
gency runs, the radar traffic con- 
trols are operated by switches in 
the fire and police vehicles. 


A flick of the switch sends di- 


rectional signals to traffic lights 
up to four blocks ahead, activating 
flashing yellow lights in four di- 
rections for three seconds, and 
then setting lights on red — or stop 
— until the emergency vehicle has 
gone one block past the intersec- 
tion. 


Also, a rapidly flashing yellow 


signal is continued with the steady 
red light in two directions, visible 
to motorists whose paths cross 
that of the approaching emergency 
vehicle. This rapid yellow flasher 
also serves to warn approaching 
emergency cars or trucks that they 
are crossing the path of a similar 
vehicle. 


The equipment was supplied by 


Electronics Protection, Inc., of 
Chicago. "We've tested the system 
under varying traffic conditions," 
said Fire Chief David C. Smith to- 
day. "The results have been very 
good." 


He said the four-way halting of 


traffic apparently is a better solu- 
tion than stopping only the flow 
across the emergency route. 


"Some motorists would halt their 


cars in our path in any event." 
Smith told an interviewer. "With 
the four-way stop, we have a path- 
way open to the intersection on the 
left side of the street, which might 
not be the case of lights were green 
for the emergency route." 


The chief said the four-way stop 


system "also leaves us free to

Explain Bill 


The Gore bill calls for a five- 


year program of $17,941,000.000 in

It would increase federal outlay* 


for all four federal aid systems, 
and finance this out of direct ap 
propriations.
